Increase in 
number 
using Vale 
Foodbank 


The Vale Foodbank 
continues to 
provide emergency 
food support for 
people in the area. 

A total of 3,353 
three-day emergency 
food supplies were 
given to local people in 
crisis by the Vale 
Foodbank in 2016-17 
and over 1,230 of those 
went to children. 

The top three reasons 
for Foodbank referral 
were low income (29 
per cent), benefit delays 
(24 per cent) and benefit 
changes (21 per cent). 

Latest statistics 
published by The 
Trussell Trust foodbank 
network show UK-wide 
foodbank figures are 
still not decreasing. 

Over the last year, 
local people have 
donated 41,267 kg 
tonnes of food to the 
Vale Foodbank, and 
over 90 people 
volunteered. 

Susan Lloyd-Selby, 
Foodbank coordinator, 
said: “It is deeply 
concerning that we are 
still seeing an increase 
in the number of three 


day emergency food 
supplies provided to 
local people in crisis in 
the Vale over the last 
year. 

“Anybody could find 
themselves in need of 
the foodbank. Every 
week, people are 
referred to us after being 
hit by something 
unavoidable which 
means food is simply 
unaffordable. 

“It really is only with 
the community’s support 
that we’re able to 
provide vital emergency 
help when it matters 
most, and we hope that 
one day there will be no 
need for us in the Vale. 
But until that day 
comes, we will continue 
to offer the best possible 
service to help local 
people facing a crisis. 

“Thank you so much 
to everyone who already 
donates time, food and 
money to help local 
people. If you’re not 
already involved, we’d 
love to hear from you!”

U3A history group discovers 
fascinating places in London 


AUTHOR Rosemary 
Scadden made a return 
visit to Cowbridge U3A’s 
history group recently to 
give an illustrated talk on 
the hidden places of 
London - those outside the 
familiar tourist 

destinations. 

It must be said that Rosemary is 
an organiser’s dream speaker, as 
she brings and sets up her own 
equipment, with even a personal 
microphone system! 

Her first visit to London was as 
a child with her mother in 1947, 
when the capital was filled with 
bomb sites, like so many British 
cities. 

On her next trip, to the Festival 
of Britain in 1951, a goat pulled 
the ribbon out of her hair and ate it 
- Rosemary feared she was next 
on the menu! 

Since then, she has spent many 
days and weeks in London 
investigating the less well-known 
sights and places, of which her 
talk gave the audience a flavour. 

Not many were aware that there 
are streets in the square mile of the 
City called ‘Poultry’ and ‘Hanging 
Sword Alley’, or that the Bank of 
England has an interesting (and 
free) museum where you can lift 
up a gold ingot, or that there are 
the remains of a Roman 
amphitheatre in the basement of 
the Guildhall complex. 

Close to St Paul’s Cathedral is a 
bronze memorial to all the UK 
firefighters who have lost their 
lives in service (almost 1,200 
names are inscribed on it), while 
nearer to the river is a small 
Christopher Wren church, St 
Benet’s, which survived the Blitz 
essentially unscathed, like its 
famous neighbour. 

In 1879 Queen Victoria granted 


the church to Welsh Anglicans for 
services and it continues as 
London’s Metropolitan Welsh 
church, with services conducted in 
Welsh. 

Not too far away is Postman’s 
Park which contains the 
‘Memorial to Heroic Self 
Sacrifice’, a shelter and long wall 
housing 53 ceramic tiles, each a 
commemoration of an ordinary 
person who died while saving the 
lives of others and who might 
otherwise be forgotten. 

The church of St Michael 
Paternoster Royal is where, in 
1423, Richard Whittington, the 
fabled Lord Mayor of London, 
was buried, although his tomb is 
now lost (the church was 
destroyed in the Great Fire of 
London of 1666 and then very 
badly damaged in 1944 when it 
was hit by a VI flying bomb). On 
the south wall of the rebuilt 
church, a stained glass window 
depicts ‘Dick’ Whittington with 
his equally famous black cat. 

The four Inns of Court are near 
one another in central London and 
are the professional associations 
for barristers in England and 
Wales: all barristers must belong 
to one such association, which 
have supervisory and disciplinary 
functions over their members. 

The Inns also provide libraries, 
dining facilities and professional 
accommodation. Each has a 
church or chapel attached to it too. 
The Inns harbour some of the most 
picturesque, least changed and 
historically fascinating places in 
London. Although the Inns appear 
to be private estates, visitors are 
normally welcome to walk around 
the precincts, although the 
buildings are only open for 
organised tours. 

Hyde Park Corner and its 
environs are home to numerous 


monuments and war memorials, 
ranging from the Wellington Arch 
to the huge Royal Artillery edifice, 
and from the Bomber Command 
memorial to the ‘Animals in War’ 
monument with its inscription: 
‘They had no choice’, which 
remembers the role played in 
conflicts by horses, mules, dogs, 
pigeons and even glow worms. 

At the nearby Marble Arch 
there is a 10m tall sculpture of a 
horse’s head, balanced on its nose, 
entitled: ‘Still Water’. 

There are some 20 subterranean 
rivers and streams in London, 
culverted over in the past during 
the city’s expansion. An antiques 
shop near Oxford Street claims 
that the body of water, complete 
with goldfish, which can be seen 
in an open conduit in the basement 
of its premises, is part of the River 
Tyburn. 

Another suggestion from 
Rosemary was to explore Little 
Venice and Regent’s Canal, either 
on foot or by canal boat. On the 
Thames there are regular river 
cruises from Westminster Bridge 
to Greenwich or the Thames 
Barrier. 

Visitors to London were 
recommended to consult Heritage 
Open Days, England’s largest 
festival of history and culture, as 
on certain days entry is allowed 
into many buildings not usually 
open to the general public, such as 
the Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office. 

Several companies offer guided 
walks in London, with themes 
such as Jack the Ripper, pubs or 
even the Beatles! 

As Samuel Johnson stated in 
1777: “No, Sir, when a man is 
tired of London, he is tired of life”.

TONY Peters, a member 
of Barry Yacht Club Sea 
Rowing Section and a 
local coastguard, will 
take part in the Celtic 
Challenge - billed as ‘the 
World’s Longest True 
Rowing Race’ - starting, 
weather permitting, on 
April 29. 

Tony, 59, will join a team 
of sea rowers from 
Aberystwyth to race from 
Arklow in County Wicklow 
in the Republic of Ireland to 
Aberystwyth, a distance of 
some 90 nautical miles 

The race, which takes 
place every two years, is 
held in Celtic longboats. 
Each boat is about 24 feet 
long, has four fixed seats and 
one cox. Some 19 are 
expected to take part in this 
year’s event. 

Teams comprise 12 
rowers, male or female, who 
take it in turns to row and 
spend time in between shifts 
on a support boat. 

The Celtic Challenge 
usually starts in the 
afternoon with all teams 
rowing through the night and 
sometimes arriving in 
Aberystwyth early in the 
morning. 

It is an extreme test of 
endurance and generally 
takes between 15 to 24 
hours, though this depends 
to a large part on the weather 
and sea conditions. 

Asked why he wanted to 
take part in the Celtic 


Challenge, Tony said: “Well, 
at 59, I am not getting any 
younger and it’s one of those 
things to cross off my list! 

“Thankfully, though, my 
fitness and stamina levels 
have been brought up to 
speed by crossfit training at 
Muscle Beach Gymnasium, 
Barry Island.

‘Planning and goodwill 
can change the Third 
World for the better' 


CAMPAIGNER 
Godfrey Knight, who 
for many years 
brought the plight of 
Haiti to Vale public’s 
attention, is keen to 
highlight a new way in 
which people can 
support people in the 
Third World. 

Godfrey believes that 
voluntary donations 
collected via the council 
tax system might be an 
effective way of raising 
funds for countries in 
need. 

He told The GEM: 
“Vale For Africa is a 
highly successful self 
funding charity. Founded 
by Jane Hutt, the charity 
focuses on sending 
optometrists to the 
Tororo district of Uganda 
(population 20,000) to 
fix people’s eyes. 

“In Uganda, one in ten 
pregnancies either ends 
in the death of the mother 
or the newborn baby. 
This is preventable. 

“Bill Gates, who is 
chairman of Microsoft 
and co-chair of the Bill 
and Melinda Gates 
Foundation, has said that 
women in the developing 
world only have more 
than two or three 
children because they 
‘know’ some are going to 
die. 

“Mr Gates adds that if 
children in the 
developing world are 


THE speaker at the 
April meeting was 
Dr David Trotman, 
chief operations 
officer at Woody’s 
Lodge. 

Some three years ago, 
a small group of ex- 
servicemen were meeting 
in Penarth Pier Pavilion.

Plans are 
in place to open similar

“A neighbour of mine 
remarked that he’s 

worked in areas of the 
developing world where 
people haven’t even seen 
money!” 

Godfrey points out 
that the costs of helping 
people in needy countries 
are small. 

“A measles injection 
costs around 15p. 
Rotavirus kills 500,000 
children annually. The 
cost of an inoculation 
with a new drug recently 
became available cost £2. 

“In 25 years, thanks to 
effective aid, polio has 
gone down by 99 per 
cent. Mr Gates comments 
that wiping a disease off 
the planet is very difficult 
but that it can be done. 

“I’ve suggested to all 
sorts of people that, if 
council tax payers agreed 
to pay a voluntary 
variable supplement to 
their council tax, those of 
us living in the Vale 
could finance the 
inoculation of children 
living in the Tororo area 
of Uganda against fatal 
diseases. 

“If we could 
successfully invoke this 
plan, then perhaps other 
areas in Great Britain 


centres in Pembroke 
Dock and Caernarvon 
and indeed, in England. 

Open for 48 weeks in 
the year and four days a 
week, Woody’s Fodge 
has a board of trustees 
and has applied for 
charitable status.

St Nicholas WI 
learns about 
Woody’s Lodge’ 


Music festival 
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Seventy years on, the SS Samtampa 
tragedy is remembered in Porthcawl 





IT was both a sombre and 
uplifting weekend in 
Porthcawl on April 22 and 23, 
as the town remembered a 
maritime tragedy that took 
place 70 years ago. 

A service was held at All Saints 
Church, Porthcawl, on the Saturday, 
and another at the memorial plaque on 
the rocks at Sker Point on Sunday in 
memory of those lost at Sker 70 years 
ago. 

Porthcawl’s combined rescue 
services, made up of the Porthcawl 
unit of UK Coastguard Agency, 
Porthcawl RNLI and Porthcawl Fire 
Service, together with members of 
Porthcawl Museum and the public, 
remembered the tragedy of the Liberty 
Ship SS Samtampa and the RNLI’s 
The Mumbles lifeboat Edward, Prince 
of Wales. 

Crews of both vessels, 47 in total, 
perished in a raging storm that swept 
up the Bristol Channel on April 23, 
1947. 

Spokesperson for Porthcawl RNLI, 
Ian Stroud said: “Both services were 
well attended, showing that even 
though it was 70 years ago, our town 
will not forget the tragedy that befell 
the crew of the Samtampa and the 
dedication of The Mumbles lifeboat 
crew who, in a brave effort to come to 
the rescue of the stricken vessel, all 
lost their lives too. 


“As the tragedy was taking place, 
Porthcawl Coastguards lost their battle 
to effect a rescue of the crew of the 
Samtampa when all attempts to fire 
lines onto the stricken vessel failed - 
because of the severe gale that day. 

“By contrast, it is almost impossible 
for us to imagine the conditions during 
that storm 70 years ago, especially 
standing at Sker on Sunday, when the 
sun shone, there was hardly any wind 
and the sea was flat calm. 

“During the service at Sker Point, 
those on shore watched as The 
Mumbles current lifeboat led other 
lifeboats from Porthcawl and Port 
Talbot, together with a privately- 
owned Watson-class lifeboat and a 
flotilla of small boats to the area. 

“As they stood off the rocky shore, 
wreaths were laid on the water by each 
lifeboat crew in memory of fellow 
sailors and lifeboat men who lost their 
lives.” 

The service was followed by a short 
dedication to a memorial that has been 
laid at the Prince of Wales, Kenfig by 
landlord Gareth Maund, in memory of 
the Samtampa tragedy. 

Visiting Porthcawl for the services 
were relatives of men who perished on 
the Samtampa, in the main from the 
Middlesborough area, and relatives of 
the Mumbles lifeboat crew.

Rebecca said: “Valeways looks 
forward to working with the Prince’s 
Trust in the future. This week has 
benefited everyone on so many 
levels.”

Iolo Morganwg was 
an influential and intriguing character, 
and his story has many facets to 
explore within this project. 

Elements of the project depend on 
research by members of the 
community, and this research group, 
led by Dr Dylan Foster Evans, will 
work together to collate information 
for exhibition boards, flyers and the 
People’s Collection Wales website.

scriptwriter for 
propaganda films 
designed to keep British 
morale and spirit up. 

She teams up with 
another scriptwriter, 
Buckley (Sam Claflin), 
and actor Ambrose 
Hilliard (Bill Nighy) to 
make a film about 
Dunkirk and the 
evacuation of troops 
but, as you may 
imagine, it doesn’t all 
proceed to plan... 

Their Finest is a film 
that is, at its core, a film 
about the war effort 
behind the scenes, the 
people who didn’t battle 
on the front lines but 
were at the heart of the 
battle for, as modern 
parlance would have it, 
the ‘hearts and minds’ 
of a nation. 

Yet there is also a 
message about the 
notion of female 
empowerment; how 
women stepped up to 
the plate in the 
country’s hour of need 
and how the men who 
were left behind viewed 
them. As a female 
character succinctly 
puts it: “A lot of men 
are scared we won’t go 
back into our boxes 
when this is all over”. 

If it all smacks of a

film that is hard-hitting 
then you would be half 
right - the cost and 
impact of war is never 
far away, but leavened 
by some nice touches 
and a warmth of 
humour it makes for 
enjoyable, if a touch 
predictable, viewing. 

Director Lone 
Scherfig’s 
preoccupation with 
British values and lives 
has peppered her work 
despite her Danish 
roots, and here she 
tackles the war period. 
It’s a film that visually 
is low-key, subtly 
directed and focused 
primarily on the 
performances, a tactic 
that smacks of being 
described as (in the film 
reviewer’s cliche 
handbook) a Sunday 
evening TV film. 

But Scherfig is a 
canny director and uses 
the screen, and the cast, 
to full effect, to really 
bring the times to life, 
and while visually the

air of Nazi menace and 
the impact is never far 
away, she fares a little 
less well corralling 
Gaby Chiappe’s 
screenplay into 
something filmic. 

The key themes are 
established early on, but 
Chiappe fails to really 
deliver on the weight of 


the story. Plot points 
that should bubble to 
the surface are left 
undercooked, characters 
(particularly the female 
ones) given little colour 
by the script when you 
would hope for more. 

There is plenty to be 
said about women’s 
roles and the 
burgeoning desire to 
‘get out of the box’, the 
treatment they received 
at the hands of some 
men (Catrin’s husband, 
a penniless artist, 
ignores her when she 
says she can pay for the 
rent on their flat). The 
script addresses these 
elements piecemeal and 
unsatisfactorily, most 
notably Rachel 
Stirling’s script editor 
whose sexuality is 
thrown away in a jokey 
one-liner rather than 
being explored in detail. 

The performances are 
good, Gemma Arterton 
doing a good job of 
handling a Welsh accent 
but having to cede to 


the limitations the script 
places on her character, 
while her rapport with 
Sam Claflin’s Buckley 
plays out nicely. The 
stand-out, however, is 
Bill Nighy, who has 
great fun as the 
pretentious Hilliard, 
sending up the notion of 
serious actors and 
providing much of the 
film’s laughter as only 
he can. 

So while the film is 
an entertaining watch, 
there is something of a 
missed opportunity in 
conveying the thematic 
weight of the story 
elements into something 
a little more substantial. 

As it is, Their Finest 
is perfectly diverting 
and easy to watch, but 
under Lone Scherfig’s 
stewardship you would 
have expected - and 
hoped for - a bit more 
weight to proceedings.

Llantwit Major reach

LLANTWIT MAJOR RFC last 
week reached the final of the

final whistle. 

Llantwit lined up with three changes 
from their last game against Cowbridge 
with captain and hooker Huw Williams not 
available versatile prop Alex Bloomfield 
moved across the front row and was joined 
by Damon Gardner-Ponting at prop.

scmm half Iestyn Jones. 


Llantwit were well into their stride by 
now and looking to release their three 
quarters as often as they possibly could. 
The next try though coming from a period 
of pressure from Taffs Well as they put in 
a big up and under kick. 

It was well marked by Balmont in his 

22, which he quickly took to himself and 
raced off, eventually being hauled down 
by the ten metre line, some great support 
in the subsequent ruck allowed quick ball 
to be released to fullback Budina who on 
seeing Taffs Well defence in tatters backed 
his pace and headed straight for the posts, 
going under from over forty metres out, 
again converted by Jones.

Taffs Well were soon though taking 
advantage of their numerical ascendency 
as some good forward drives allowed them 
to cross out wide which they again 
converted. 

With Llantwit now back to 15 men the 
game stagnated briefly as both sides 
battled for territory which was broken 
when the ascendency was again gifted to 
Taffs Well as ridiculously Llantwit were 
shown a third yellow card this time for a 
dangerous tackle. 

Taffs Well took no time to cross again 
for another converted try and with it took 
the lead for the first time since early in the 
first half at 34-35. A nervy ending then 
awaited the Llantwit supporters but they 
didn't have to wait long to calm their 
nerves as some early pressure from the 
kick off saw prop Damian Gardner 
Ponting go on a trademark crashing run 
through the defence to score another 
unconverted try. 


Llantwit were now rampaging forward 
at every opportunity to try and put the tie 
to bed none more so than number eight 
Rob Carter who on driving from the back 
of a maul made good yards and a quick 
ruck saw the ball put out to wing Dawes 
for him to race off down the touchline for 
a fine individual effort, but again the try 
was not converted so Taffs Well were 
given yet another lifeline. 

They duly responded as their big 
powerful fullback crossed and with the 
conversion brought the score back to 44- 
42 with just minutes remaining on the 
clock. 

Llantwit, you would have thought, now 
would have just looked to keep Taffs Well 
away from their line and grind out the 
remaining minutes - but this new 
adventurous team were having none of 
that and some pressure saw some lovely 
interchanging running and again Dawes 
was released to finally put the result in no 
doubt as he rounded the defence and raced 
behind the posts for a converted try.

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Barry’s war dead April 1917 - Lest We Forget 


RIFLEMAN Frank Rosser of the 2nd 
Battalion The Rifle Brigade died of 
wounds on April 7,1917 at the beginning 
of the Arras offensive and is buried in 
Bray Cemetery, France. 

Aged 21, he was the son of the late Charles F 
Rosser and Mrs M Walsh, of the Clarence 
Restaurant, 68, Holton-road, Barry Docks. 

Mrs Walsh was officially notified that her son, 
who joined up soon after the commencement of 
hostilities, and was wounded before he attained his 
19th birthday, had been killed. He was formerly 
employed by his uncle, Mr AJ Hopkins, Bassett 
Hotel, Barry Docks, and was well-known in the 
district. 

Lieutenant Hugh Howells of 65 Squadron, the 
Royal Flying Corps died on April 10, 1917 in an 
accident while test-flying a new aeroplane. 

Aged 26, he was born in Bedlinog, the son of 
Rowland and Mary J Howells and husband of 
Margaret Howells of Hill Crest, Friars Road, Barry. 
He was buried in Graig Congregational Chapel 
yard, and is also commemorated on the screen wall 
at Cardiff Western Cemetery 

Private Edward John Jenkins of the 24th 
(Denbighshire Yeomanry) Battalion Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers was reported missing, presumed drowned 
at sea while on the HM Troopship Arcadian which 
was torpedoed and sunk on April 15,1917,41.5 km 
north east from the island of Milo (Melos) while 
carrying troops to Alexandria, Egypt. 

Aged 38 he was the only son of John and Mary 
Jenkins, 6 Woodland Road, Barry Docks. He was 
employed as a coal trimmer, and was also a member 
of the Tabernacle Welsh Congregational Church, 
Barry Docks. Having no known grave, he is 
commemorated on the Mikra Memorial, Greece. 
SUBMARINE ATTACK 

Third Engineer William Reginald Harries of the 
SS Emma , Merchant Navy (MN) was killed on 
April 20, 1917 as a result of an attack by an enemy 
submarine. Aged 22, he was the son of Mrs Jane 
Harries of 2 Seaview Terrace, Cadoxton. 

On April 20 the Emma on a voyage from 
Baltimore and Fayal to Clyde with a cargo of maize 
was sunk by the German submarine U-50 (Gerhard 
Berger), 200 miles SWxS of Fastnet. Two persons 
were lost. 

Engineer’s steward Arthur Price Hughes, of the 
SS Kariba, MN died of exposure on April 21, 1917 
following an attack by an enemy submarine. Aged 


17, he was the son of Arthur William and Annie 
Hughes, of 1 Morlais Street, Cadoxton, Barry. 

On April 13, 1917 the Kariba , on a voyage from 
Java and Dakar to Falmouth with a cargo of sugar 
was sunk by the German submarine UC-27 
(Gerhard Schulz), 260 miles WNW from Ushant. 

The starboard lifeboat was smashed by the 
explosion but two boats got away, one of which 
containing 10 men was picked up after having been 
12 days adrift. 

The other boat was also picked up. The number 
killed or dead from exposure was 13. 

Bombing Sgt Leonard Harvey Greening of the 
7th Battalion King’s Shropshire Light Infantry was 
killed in action on April 22, 1917. He is buried in 
Duisans Cemetery Etrun, France. 

Aged 22, he was the foster son of Mrs Caroline 
Boss of 46 Jewel Street, Barry Dock, and had 
previously served in the Merchant Navy before 
leaving to enlist in the army at the outbreak of war. 

Sergeant Thomas Edward Penny of the 13th 
Battalion Kings Royal Rifle Corps was killed in 
action on April 23, 1917. He was the son of Mr and 
Mrs Thomas Penny of 178 Woodlands Road, Barry. 
Before enlisting he had worked as a coal trimmer 
and played football for Pyke Street Old Boys. 

He has no known grave and thus is 

commemorated on the Arras Memorial, France. 

Sergeant Albert H Spear of the 7th Battalion 
Royal Fusiliers was killed in action on April 23, 
1917. Aged 23, he was the husband of Maggie M 
Spear of 45 Vere Street, Cadoxton, Barry and 
formerly worked for M Monk, Butchers at High 
Street. 

He has no known grave and thus is 

commemorated on the Arras Memorial, France. 

Second Lieutenant Arthur Phillips of the 2nd 
Battalion Royal Welsh Fusiliers (RWF) was killed 
in action on April 23,1917. Aged 33 he was the son 
of Arthur and Margaret Phillips of 18 Acland Road, 
Bridgend. 

Before joining up he was assistant master at 
Romilly Road School and was a keen playing 
member of the Barry Cricket Club and Bowling 
Club. He has no known grave and is commemorated 
on the Arras Memorial, France. 

Private William James Kirby of the 17th 
Battalion Welsh Regiment was killed action on 
April 24, 1917. Aged 35, he was the son of James 
Kirby of Stoford, Yeovil, Somerset; and husband of 
Henrietta Kirby of 3 Wynd Street, Cadoxton, Barry. 

He was employed by the Roath Furnishing

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Company, Barry Dock. He was buried at Fifteen 
Ravine British Cemetery, Villers-Plouich, France. 
The battalion war diary records that on Tuesday, 
April 24 it had taken part in a major attack in which 
the whole of the objective situated on high ground 
overlooking the Hindenburg Line and its strong 
points, were gained. Casualties for the day were one 
officer killed and three wounded; 27 other ranks 
killed and 58 wounded. 

Lance Corporal Sidney Stuart Jenkins, 1st 
Battalion Honourable Artillery Company, was 
wounded on April 23 and died of wounds on April 
28 in the Liverpool Merchants’ Hospital, Etaples. 

He was buried nearby in Etaples Military 
Cemetery, France. Aged 25, he was the son of James 
Arthur and Annie Agnes Jenkins of 282 Holton 
Road. Barry, late classics master at Friends’ School, 
Saffron Walden, Essex. 

‘CARDIFF PALS’ 

He was educated at the Barry County School, 
was a winner of the John Cory Scholarship, then 
progressed to Cardiff University where he 
graduated with a Bachelor of Arts. In August 1915 
he joined the Honourable Artillery Company before 
being posted to France in December 1915. 

Sergeant Albert Tinton of the 2nd Battalion Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers was killed in action on April 23, 
1917 and is buried in Wancourt Cemetery, France. 
He was bom in Barry, the son of John Tinton, Pump 
House Gravels, near Minsterley, Shropshire. The 
Battalion war diary records that on April 23 and 24 
the Fusiliers in support of the Suffolks attacked 
along the Hindenburg support line. 

Casualties to the RWF in this action were five 
officers and 30 other ranks killed; nine officers and 
70 other ranks wounded. 

Fireman John Sidney Simmonds of the SS Rio 
Lages, Merchant Navy was killed on April 26 as a 
result of an attack by an enemy submarine. Aged 26, 
he was the son of David Simmonds and the late Mrs 
Simmonds; husband of Alice Emily Simmonds of 
35 Bassett Street, Barry. 

On April 26 the the Rio Lages was torpedoed and 
sunk by German submarine U-69 when 155 miles 
NWxW of the Fastnet when on route from 
Cienfuegos for Queenstown with a cargo of sugar. 

Private Arthur Kerman of the 11th Battalion 
Welsh Regiment ‘The Cardiff Pals’ was killed in 
action in Salonika on April 28. 

Agedl9, he was the son of Mr and Mrs Walter 
Kerman, of The Horse Shoe Inn, St Athan. 

At one time a student at the Barry County School, 
he was employed as an apprentice engineer at the 
Channel Dry Dock, Barry. He is buried in Karasouli 
Military Cemetery, Greece. 

Lieutenant David Evan Davies, 12th Squadron 
Royal Flying Corps (RFC) was killed in action on 


April 29 while flying B.E.2e 2738 with his observer 
Lieutenant GH Rathbone. 

Along with another B.E.2e crew they took off 
from their airfield at Avesnes-le-Comte at 1645hrs 
on April 29 to carry out artillery observation sorties. 

These two British aircraft were unlucky enough 
to encounter the formidable ‘Red Baron’ - Baron 
Manfred von Richthofen and his brother Lothar; 
Davies and Rathbone becoming von Richthofen’s 
51st victory. 

Von Richthofen’s combat report read: ‘At 
1925hrs, near Rouex, this side of the lines. Together 
with my brother, we each of us attacked an artillery 
flyer at low altitude. After a short fight my 
adversary’s plane lost its wings. When hitting the 
ground near the trenches near Rouex, the plane 
caught fire.’ 

Davies was born in 1892, the son of Mr and Mrs 
Thomas Davies of 175 Crogan Hill, Cadoxton, 
Barry. ‘Dan’ Davies was educated at Barry County 
School and Cardiff University College. 

A brilliant scholar, he graduated Master of 
Science at Cardiff before taking up a government 
post which took him to the West Indies. Returning 
home when the war started, he enlisted as a private 
in the Royal Welsh Fusiliers and served in France 
for a year before he was recommended for a 
commission in the RFC. After pilot training, Davies 
was sent to join 12 Squadron at Avesnes-le-Comte 
in France. 

Davies and Rathbone’s bodies were never 
located, so as they had no known grave they were 
both commemorated on the Arras Flying Services 
‘Memorial to the Missing’, France. 

Private Walter Arthur Cadogan was killed in 
action on April 30, 1917 while serving with the 4th 
Battalion South Wales Borderers in the attack on 
Shatt al Adhaim - ‘the Boot’ - in Mesopotamia. 

On that day the battalion suffered over 200 
casualties. Walter had been bom in Barry in 1893 
and was the second son of Margaret and Edward 
Cadogan of 38 Lionel Road, Cardiff. His younger 
brother Egbert, who was bom when the family were 
later living in Cardiff, was also killed later in 1917. 

Steward Walter S Farrant of the SS Horsa, MN, 
drowned on April 30 as a result of an attack by an 
enemy submarine. Aged 17, he was the son of 
Samuel and Sarah Farrant of 20 Sydenham Street, 
Barry. 

On April 30, the Horsa on a voyage from Port 
Briera to Cardiff with a cargo of iron ore was sunk 
by the German submarine U-93 (Edgar von Spiegel 
von und zu Peckelsheim), 195 miles SWxW of 
Fastnet. Eleven persons were lost.

Welsh builders bullish 
despite spike in costs, 

SAYS FMB CYMRU 


WELSH construction small 
and medium enterprises 
(SMEs) fought off concerns 
over rising costs to enjoy a 
buoyant start to 2017, the 
Federation of Master 
Builders (FMB) Cymru has 
said. 

Key results from the FMB’s 
State of Trade Survey for Q1 
2017, which is the largest 
quarterly assessment of the UK¬ 
wide SME constmction sector, 
include: Workloads for Welsh 
constmction SMEs grew at their 
fastest rate for three years; one in 
two construction SMEs predict 
rising workloads in the coming 
months, with just five per cent 
predicting a decrease in activity; 
85 per cent of builders believe that 
material prices will rise in the next 
three months; 58 per cent of firms 
are stmggling to hire carpenters, 
the highest reported level since the 
financial crisis. 

Ifan Glyn, director of FMB 
Cymru, said: “The first three 
months of 2017 have undoubtedly 
been very positive for Welsh 
constmction SMEs. On all of the 
key measures of growth - 
workloads, enquiries, employment 
and expectations - firms have 
reported good news, continuing an 
upwards trajectory for builders in 
Wales. 


“Strong demand from 
consumers for home improvement 
work seems to be driving this 
encouraging trend and given that 
one in two builders are predicting 
that their workloads will increase 
in the coming three months, the 
message from builders seems to be 
clear - there’s no Brexit effect as 
yet.” 

He continued: “However, it’s 
not all good news as Welsh 
builders are concerned about 
rising costs and the impact this 
could have on their businesses in 
the medium term. Material prices, 
and in particular the cost of 
imported materials, have risen 
markedly over the past three 
months and nearly nine in ten 
builders are predicting further 
rises in the second quarter of this 
year. 

“With two thirds also predicting 
that wages will continue to rise in 
the coming months, these 
inflationary pressures are bound to 
start filtering through and 
consumers and clients may well 


see this reflected in the quotes 
they receive for building work.” 

“Welsh SME construction firms 
will therefore be hoping that 
consumer confidence remains 
resilient, as the wider political 
situation looks distinctly 
uncertain. The Welsh economy is 
particularly vulnerable to any 
negative fallout from Brexit due to 
the high levels of EU funding it 
receives, and now that we have the 
added complications of the snap 
UK General Election, builders 
will be particularly sensitive to 
any fluctuations in consumer 
confidence. 

“If the private domestic market 
does weaken, it’s all the more 
important that we have a clear 
strategy from the Welsh 
Government on how to pick up the 
slack. That will mean Westminster 
working closely with the Welsh 
Government on delivering a 
Brexit plan that takes account of 
the needs of Welsh businesses, 
including the construction 
industry.”

AN eight-year-old brown 
gelding trained by Carlie 
Packwood in the Vale has 
qualified for the Subaru 
Restricted Point-To-Point 
Series Final at Stratford-on- 
Avon on June 9 after winning 
the restricted race at the 
South Pembrokeshire 
Steeplechases on Easter 
Monday. 

Mrs Carmen Goldsworthy's Minella 
Arts, ridden by Llanharan's Tom 
David, won by a neck from Gone 
Platinum after the pair had jumped the 
last fence side by side. 

Minella Arts, who also won the 
best turned out award, was in a handy 
position throughout most of the race 
and a delighted Mrs Goldsworthy, 
who had won the same race the 
previous year with Captain Camelot, 
said: “We returned the trophy which 
we won last year to the secretary 
earlier today and now we have to take 
it back home again for another 12 
months!” 

A huge bank holiday crowd 
witnessed some exciting finishes and 
in the ladies' open race, Llancarfan's 
Isabel Williams, riding her mother's 
Buck Mulligan, was beaten just a 
neck by the Charlotte Evans-partnered 
Highly Unlikely. 

The odds-on favourite Tony Star, 
partnered by Jodie Hughes, and who 
had jumped round the Grand National 
fences no trouble at all when finishing 
a creditable eighth at the recent 
Aintree meeting, was a surprise faller 
on the first circuit. 

Two riders - Ben Jones and James 


Bowen - had doubles. Jones who was 
landing his first ever double was 
successful on Glenteenasaigh in the 
opening members race and Chasing 
Casey in the open maiden. 

The former won by 12 lengths from 
the Tom David-partnered Lukes Hill 
and the latter got home by three parts 
of a length from Robin Des People 
ridden by Bradley Gibbs. 

Jones’ parents Dai and Emma Jones 
both rode winners between-the-flags. 
In fact Dai is something of a legend in 
hunt-racing circles, having ridden 
around 200 winners. 

James Bowen, aged 16, won the 
men's open race on former 
Cheltenham winner Universal Soldier 
who, at 12 years old, was the oldest of 
the five runners. Steve Young's 
NorthGeorge ridden by Cowbridge's 
Byron Moorcroft finished eight 
lengths away in second place and the 
Glamorgan qualified 
ItchyMel'MScratch was third under 
Tom David. 

Bowen then won the Intermediate 
race on hunt racing stalwart Dewi 
Lewis’ Tinkers Hill Tommy, who in 
an exciting finish won by a neck from 
Carry On Nando. 

The Glamorgan-qualified Blazing 
Tom, ridden by Byron Moorcroft, was 
20 lengths away in third place. 

Bridgend's Connor Brace, aged 15, 
riding the 11-year-old prolific winner 
Peateaoch, beat Ivor's Portrait ridden 
by his great friend, 14-year-old Jack 
Tudor in the 148cms Pony Race, and 
in the 148cms Pony Race Cerys 
Carroll, aged 9, beat her sole rival 
Bobby Blue, ridden by Connie Cook, 
also aged nine.
